While this political carnival is in pro- 
gress in Wavhington, and Executive 
vors are being scattered broadcast among 
‘free American citizene,’’ ‘'a courier ar- 
rives from the far-off region of ‘Texas 
with official reports for the War D-part- 
ment. At the little town of Jefferson, 
on the head of Lake Caddo, are row fil- 
teen hundred United States soldiers, oc- 
cupied in guarding thirty of the most 
respectable c:tizers of the town, who 
were arrested more than feur months 
since, and who have bever been allowed 
a triaior hearing of any kind. No one 
of them has ever been informed of the 
cause of his arrest. ‘Tne courier an- 
nounces to the War Department tha’ 
the soldiery have constructed a stockade 
surrounded with a ditch fifteen feet 
wide and tweive feet deep, and within 
the stockadé erected. a frame shed 
in which the prisoners are _ kept. 
A guard is constantly on duty within 
the stockade and another outside of the 
stockade, No one, not even counsel, is 
allowed to speak to ove of these prison- 
ers, excep! in the hearing of a file of 
soldiers. Even their wives and daugh- 
ters are forbidden any  iutervourse 
whatever, «xcept in particular cases, 
where a lady is occasionally aliowed to 
talk tober buebanud, who is brought out 
under a guard of sight men to the en- 
trance of the stuckade, but ail such in- 
terviews xre limiied to fifteea miautes. 
These priconers have made appeal after 
appeai for a trial, but ail in vain. The 
War Department receives sud evters 
its files these reports of Free 
American Citizsns’’ imprisoned, bui 
says—" Gen. Reyrelds must attend to 
their trial or releace; itis a0 business 
ofthe War Department.’ 


BILL TO AMEND THE JUDICIAL SYSTEM, 

“Tae foliowiug is the bil to amend tiie 
judicial system of the United States, as: 
passed by Congress, aud which has now 
become a : 

“ Be it enacted; efc.. That the Supreme 
Court of the United States shall here- 
after consist of the Chief Justice of ibe 
United S.istes ard eight associate justices, 
any 8ix of whom shail constitute a quo- 
rum, aud for the purposes of this act 
there shall be appointed an additional) as- 
sociate justice of said Court. 

“Sec. 2, And beit further enacte i. That 
for each of the nine existiag Judica) Vir- 
cuits there shall be appointed a Circuit 
Juige, who shall reside in his circuit and 
shail possess the same power and juris- 
diction therein as the Justice of the Su- 
preme Courtjallotted to the circuit. Tne 
Circuit Courta in each circuit shall be 
heid by the Justice of the Supreme Court 
aiiotted to the circuit or by the Circuic 
Judge of the circuit, or by the Distriet 
Judge of the district sittlhg alone, or by 
the Justice of the Supreme Court aud 
Circuit Judge sitting together, in which 
case the Justice of the Supreme Court 
shall preside ; or, in the absence of either 
of them, by the other (who shail pre- 
side) and the District Judge; and such 
Couris may be held at the same time is 
the diff rent districis of the same ecircui!: 
and Cxuses miny be heard and tried by 


each of the judges bolding any suci 
court, sittipg apart, ty direction of the 
preciding justice or juege, who shall desx- 
ignate the business to be doue by each.

swer all the desires of the people. It is 
no mere effort at oratory, it abounds in 
no rounded periods or ornate sentences, 
but is made up of earnest, solid and con- 
vinciog argument, not alone as to his 
course as President, but as to the deplor- 
able financial and political condition of 
the country at large, and the State to 
which be has just retuiped. His recital 
of the relative benefiis derived from the 
Government by the bond-holder and the 
poor laboring map, will arreat attention, 
pot alone because it conforias to a graw- 
ing conviction with the great body of 
the people, but that it emanates from one 
whose recent bigh position at the head 
of the Government gave him an oppor 
tunity that none but the members of bis 
Cabinet could have, of knowing the mo- 
tives that actuate the pretentious class 
who aspire ag an aristocracy of gains. 
His picture of the possible future of the 
States, should the despotic power that 
has ruled Tennessee find general adop- 


rencez, too trus to be successfully contra- 
dicted. His explacation of the Causes 
that led to the asessment by him of the 
notorious military tax will be read with 
satisfaction. But we will not enumerate 
furiher, preferring that our readers shall

That Mr. JoHNSON acquitted himself 
up to the requirements of the times and 
the demand of the people, none will 


deny who heard him. A_ deep 
earvesiness characterized his every 
utterance.

thoroughly enlisted in. the cause of his 
‘people; as one, to use his own language, 
~who wus @ man equal to the forgetful- 
ness of al! pereonal wrong, and “anxious 
to be forgiven. Whatever he said that 
would seem paradoxical to this was only 
given in ¢exp!anation cf bis course, and 
to defice his positions upon critical oces- 
sions in his public career., In what he 
said to the negro there wes apparent a 
determination to wrestle with that class, 
and if possible win them over from the 
Carpet-begeers and scalawegs to whom 
they are commiited, and bring them to 
@ support of Lhe white man’s cauee, In 
this he may be successful where 80 Imavy 
before him have failed. Remembering 
him us their ‘‘ Mosgs,’’ they may have 
regard for what be has ssid and may 
heresfier say. We donbt it, yet shall 
not interpose any objections to the tria!. 
Wethink the Blus-book has too fast 
hold upon the negro, and that generaliy 
he is—bound to the Lesguers with 
boods that it will hardiy be with- 
in Mr. JoHNSON’s power to sunder. 
We speak now more particularly with 
reference to those who reside at tliis end 
of the State. What they msy do who 
inhabit the Middie and Eastern D.vi- 
sions, we calimotsay. Yet, when fairly 
started upon the stump, it will be im 
possible to measure the effects of one 
who is not entirely forgottén by the ne- 
gro element. It may be that as Moses”’ 
his will prove a talismanic name among 
the poor, deluded, ignorant tools of Rad. 
icalism, a:d that through their efforts 
there may yet come to this oppreesed 
people enfranchisement and liberty ; 
freedom from the oppressions of a grind- 
ing and disgraceful Raticalism, that hax 
fastened itself upon, and is fast eating 
out the vits!s of our State. We repeat, 
we doubt it. We have no faith ia the 
negre, and prefer that we should owe 
our manumission to the efforts of our own 
race, but, as we have said, will not in 
terpose any otjections to a trial by 
Mr. JOHNSON of a task that has, so far. 
with Conservatives and Domocrats, 
proved barren of any very sensible re- 
suits, We cgain tender assurances of 
our hearty support of the great states- 
minsn in all that he shall attem pt to do to 
put the intelligence, the worth and 
the respectability of Tsnnessee in pos- 
seesion of its government and its des- 
tiny.
